Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Galitz (US 
3,898,954) discloses (see Fig 1) a machine for applying compound to container 
enclosures including feed and discharge stations, oscillating member (15-17) secured to 
a plate oscillated by a rod, a disc rotated by a shaft. Galitz teaches (see column 9, lines 
40-45 and Fig 5) magnets provided for the rotating heads 104 and 106 to hold each 
article motionless upon application of the compound. However, Galitz lacks teaching a 
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motor driven magnetic wheel. McConnellogue et al (US 4,262,629) discloses (see Fig 
10) a star wheel (10) and chuck table (12). Yet, McConnellogue et al does not disclose 
a motor driven magnetic wheel. Wallace et al (US 6,027,568) discloses (see Fig 1) a 
magnetic wheel (34) to move fasteners from the downstream end of the belts of the rear 
conveyer wheel. Alexander et al (US 4,155,327) discloses (see column 1 , lines 41-44) 
a wheel provided with magnetic means around its entire periphery to held fasteners by 
magnetic engagement of their head against the periphery of the wheel. Both Wallace 
and Alexander et al do not teach a star wheel disposed next to the magnetic wheel nor 
a circumference of the magnetic wheel engaging a portion of the metal lids (fasteners) 
as the metal lids (fasteners) are spun on top of the tabletop, as claimed. Prior art of 
record does not disclose or suggest a magnetic sealant liner applicator used for 
applying sealant to a plurality of metal lids, comprising, among others, a motor driven 
starwheel mounted on top of a tabletop driven in one direction, a motor driven magnetic 
wheel, the magnetic wheel mounted on top of the tabletop, disposed next to the 
starwheel and driven in an opposite direction from the starwheel, a circumference of the 
magnetic wheel adapted for engaging a portion of the metal lids as the metal lids are 
spun on top of the tabletop.
